Midame  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  1959* 

According  to  the  Registrar  General *s  estimate  the  population  is  22,700 
an  increase  of  25O  over  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of  births 
over  deaths  7/as  97* 

The  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  17*7  9*5  respectively  are  to  be 

compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  7/ere  16. 5  and  11.6 • 

There  were  seven  infant  deaths,  five  occurring  in  the  first  xveek  of  life 
from  adverse  circumstances  over  7/hich  the  general  environmental  improvement 
has  no  effect.  The  infantile  mortality  ro.te  17*7  is  to  be  compared  77ith 
England  and  Vfales  22.0  7/hich  is  again  the  lo7/est  ever  recorded. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  7/as 
mainly  due  to  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever.  All  the  cases  were  mild  and  about 
50  per  cent  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

In  June  your  Medical  Officer  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  had  a 
meeting  7/ith  the  Medical  Practitioners  doing  general  practice  in  the  area 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  to  consider  various  aspects 
and  modern  trends  in  epidemiology  7/ith  special  relationship  to  Scarlet  Fever 
and  streptococcal  infections  of  the  nose  and  throat.  A  satisfactory  method 
of  dealing  7/ith  the  various  problems  7/as  evolved. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified 
and  no7/  that  vaccination  is  available  to  the  General  Public  up  to  40  years 
of  age  it  will  be  hoped  that  the  maximum  protection  against  this  crippling 
disease  7/ill  be  obtained  in  the  community. 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  mentions  in  the  body  of  the  report 
the  habit  of  food  shops  putting  displays  of  food  in  the  v/indov/  -  this  can 
be  a  dangerous  practice  especially  v/hcre  the  foods  are  meat  products.  It 
cannot  be  accepted  that  food  poisoning  must  be  an  accepted  risk  everytime 
a  housev/ife  buys  cooked  meat,  Genero.lly  I  must  state  that  the  food  hygiene 
standard  in  the  shops  and  restaurants  is  good. 

The  five  years  programme  of  slum  clearance  (419)  which  was  planned  to 
be  completed  this  year  has  not  been  attained,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
remaining  number  (85)  v;ill  be  dealt  with  in  the  next  12  months. 

Tv/o  voluntary  services  namely  the  Old  People  *s  V/elfare  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  carry  out  excellent  work. 

The  Public  Health  Department  has  functioned  smoothly  during  the  year 
and  I  wish  to  record  ny  thanks  to  Mr  Leslie  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

I  would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  kindness  and  advice  throughout  the  year.

SOCIAL  COiDiriOLS 


1.  Climatology 


There  is  no  doubt  that,  so  far  as  the  Vijeather  was  concerned,  1959  ^'^ns  a 
really  outstanding  Year*  national  Reports  were  continually  being  published 
such  as  -  ’^The  warmest  day  in  February  since  1915”!  ’’The  sunniest  February 
day  for  J8  years’’^  ’The  driest  February  for  73  years”;  ’’The  best  Summer  for 
200  years’’^  ’’The  hottest  day  in  September  since  1940’*?  and  ’’The  v/armest 
October  since  records  began.”  Such  good  weather  was  also  enjoyed  locally. 


However,  in  spite  of  very  hot  and  long  dry  periods,  it  will  be  seen  upon 
reference  to  Appendix  ”A”  that,  24*45  inches  of  rain  were  recorded  in  the 
Urban  District  during  the  Year.  Four  months  particularly  suffered  in  this 
respect,  these  being  April,  October,  HovemAer  and  December  when  a  total  of 
15*67  inches  were  recorded. 


There  T/as  only  one  fall  of  snow  locally  du.ring  the  Year,  this  being  on  the 
12th  January.  In  previous  Years  snov/  fell  on  15  occasions  in  1958|  4  occa^sion 

in  1957  and  19  occasions  in  1956. 

Temperatures  dropped  belo\7  freezing  point  on  45  occasions  (25  in  January; 

8  in  February;  2  in  Ivlarch;  6  in  Hovember  and  4  la  December) ,  as  compared  with 
67  occasions  in  1958  and  44  occasions  in  1957* 

The  hottest  day  of  the  year  was  6th  July,  when  a  temperature  of  93^1’ 
recorded*  The  highest  temperatures  for  previous  years  were  as  follo\¥s  -  83  F. 
in  Julv,  1958|  98°P.  in  July,  I9575  89”f.  in  July,  I9565  95°P.  in  July,  1955 

and  88  F.  in  Ivlay,  1954* 

The  wettest  m.onth  was  December,  7/hen  the  rainfai.ll  recorded  v/as  5*21  inches 
This  compares  with  4*36  inches  in  June,  1958;  3*51  inches  in  July,  1957? 

4.46  inches  in  January,  1956;  4»55  inches  in  October,  1955  and  6.28  inches  in 

HovemAer,  1954*

The  crude  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  17-4  in  1959  as 
against  16*8  in  1958;  17*1  in  1957  and  15*'o  in  1956*  The  figures  for  the 

years  from  1930  to  date  will  be  seen  upon  reference  to  the  details  contemned  in 
Table  III. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  is  17*7  ns  compared  n/ith  16.5  per  thousand  for 
England,  and.  Wales  as  a  whole. 

(c)  Still-.Births 

Seven  still-births  occurred  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  6  in 
1958;  11  in  1957  and  7  in  1956. 

The  percentage  of  still-births  to  live  births  .for  the  year  was  1.7* 

This  compares  with  the  figures  of  1.5/7  ion  1958;  2*^o  for  1957  and  2.1/o  for 
1956.

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2.  Deaths 

(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occuiring  in  and  assignable  to  the  Urban 
District  during  1959  was  282.  This  figure  represents  I46  males  and  I36 
females. 

Figures  for  previous  years  as  far  back  as  1930,  may  be  seen  upon 
reference  to  the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

Of  the  202  Deaths  assigned  to  Sittingbourne  during  1959 >  a  total  of  I32 
occurred  in  Milton  Hospital,  but  only  51  oT  these  were  of  persons  previously 
resident  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for  1958  were  33^  -  190  -  70» 
for  1957  were  398  -  194  -  20  and  for  195^  were  397  ~  146  and  20. 

The  average  age  of  Death  v/as  71-4  beirjg-  68.7  Tor  males  a.nd  74*2  for 
females.  The  oldest  death  was  a  female  aged  98  years.  The  average  age  of 
death  during  1958  was  73* 9>  being  72.0  for  males  and  75*9  Tor  females.

(b)  Death  Rate 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1959  was  12.4  por  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  14*9  por  1,000  in  the  preceding  year.  The  figures  for  1957 
1956  i^re  17.8  and  17«9  por  1,000  respectively. 

The  figiore  for  the  year  under  review  can  only  be  compared  with  those  for 
the  years  1958?  1957>  1956,  1955)  1954  O'Hd  1953  to  the  inclusion  in  local 
statistics  of  all  deaths  at  Milton  Hospital  irrespective  of  original  place  of 
residence  under  the  new  arrangements  adopted  by  the  Registrar  General  which 
came  into  fo2?ce  on  the  1st  January,  1953*  However,  the  figures  for  previous 
years  back  to  1930  included  in  Table  III. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  if  these  particular  deaths  had  not  been 
assigned  to  this  area  the  number  of  deaths  for  the  Urban  District  during  these 
seven  years,  together  with  the  crude  death  rate  appertaining  to  such  figures 
would  have  been  as  follows s-

(a)  Seven  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  recorded  during 
the  year  under  review,  as  compared  with  2  in  1958  and  11  in  1957* 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fcr  the  year  was  17*7  pen  thousand  live  births • 
The  rate  for  1958  was  5*2  and  the  figures  for  previous  years  may  be  seen 
upon  reference  to  Table  III# 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  was  22# 0 
per  thousand  live  births# 

Of  the  7  deaths  recorded,  5  were  infants  under  four  v/eeks  of  age, 
resulting'  in  a  h'eo-IIatal  mortality  rate  of  12.6  per  thousand  live  births  as 
compared  v/ith  that  for  England  and  V.hles  as  a  whole  of  15*8  per  thousand 
live  births.

THEIR  PREVALENCE  MD  CONTROL 


i^oIiTiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 

During  the  Year,  289  notifications  were  received  in  connection  with  cases 
of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  In  1958 
the  number  of  cases  notified  was  I46,  and  the  figures  for  the  yea,rs  1958  and 
1957  were  47  948  cases  respectively. 

The  incidence  of  all  cases  notified  in  each  Cfiarter  of  the  Year,  was  as 
follows s- 


1st  Quarter  -  110^  2nd  Quarter  -  115?  3^8.  Quarter  -  21;  4th  Qparter  -  45* 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII,  there  were  two  main  causes  for 
notificfe.tion,  i.e.  Scarlet  Fever  (lOl)  and  Tfeasles  (l75)* 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  co^used  much  concern  during  the  Year,  the 
oases  occurring  fairly  evenly  over  a  period  of  eleven  months  -  January  only 
being  free  from  this  particular  disease  -  and  the  total  of  101  notified  cases 
was  the  highest  since  the  liar,  and  actually  since  1943  188  cases  were 

brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  cases  notified  were  78  School  ChiMren;  22  Children  under  School  age 

"1  *  ^  ^  ^ 
and  a  Young  Lad  aged  I5-A  years.  Thirty-one  of  these  cases  riere  admitted  to 

Keycol  Hospital  and  the  remaining  JO  cases  w^ere  isolated  and  treated  in  their 

own  homes*  There  was  1  ’’return*’  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  Year. 

Outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Ufton  Ijane  County  Primary  School 
(on  two  occasions)  and  South  Avenue  County  Primary  School.  As  a  precautionary 
m^easure  Nose  and  Throat  Sw^abs  were  taken  from  all  the  Children  and  Staff  at 
these  Schools,  and  submitted  to  the  Pablic  Health  Laboratory  at  Jfeidstone. 

All  wmth  positive  results  received  a  course  of  treatment  and  v/ere  not 
re-admitted  to  School  until  such  time  as  negative  sY/abs  Yjere  obtained^ 

In  all,  623  Nose  and  Throat  Swabs  were  taken,  and  submitted  to  the  Ihiblic 
Health  Laboratory,  hlaidstone,  during  the  Year.  The  majority  was  in 
connection  w/ith  the  Schools  mentioned  above. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during^  the  period  1948  -  1959  inclusive, 
a  total  of  552  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified  as  occurring  in  the 
Urban  District  -  an  average  of  38  cases  per  Year. 
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The  173  cases  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  first  eight  months  of  the 
Yearj  the  majority  (65)  being  notified  during  the  month  of  flarch.  The  cases 
were  83  School  Children  and  92  Children  under  School  age.  hot  one  of  these 
cases  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  1/hooping  Cough  was  exceptions.lly  low^  1  case  only  being 
notified  during  the  Year,  as  compared  with  28  cases  in  1958  and  139  in  19570 
This  single  case  Ywas  a  School  Child.

■he  2  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  Yvere  a  fhle,  aged  64  years  and  a  female, 
aged  90  years.  Neither  case  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 


The  jing'le  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  ?/as  a  Mother  aged  28  years* 
This  case  was  not  admitted  to  Hospital. 

There  Yiere  2  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  notified  and  these  T/ere  a,  fele, 
aged  40  years,  and  a  Child  under  School  age.  In  the  former  case  Cl  Helchii 
was  isolated  from  a  Salmon  Tin  Y^hich  had  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  I'.aidstone  for  exa^miriation.  In  the  latter  case  Salmonella 
Typhi-Murium  Y/as  isolated  in  a  faecal  specimen,  but  the  origin  of  infection 
Y7as  unleno’wn. 

The  2  cases  of  Para^Tj'/phoid  B  notified  Y7ere  both  Children  under  School  0  ge

being  admitted  to  Hospital,  and  investigations  tended  to  associate  these 
cases  YTith  a  larger  number  YYhich  occurred  in  the  CraYvley  and  MedYvay  Toyy'us  iireas*

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Dr  Owen  Clarke,  M.D,  ,  M.R.C.P.,  Consultant  Chest  Physician  of  the  Medway 
and  Gravesend  Hospital  Ifenagement  Committee,  has  again  kindly  supplied  me 
with  details  of  the  patients  admitted  to  Hospital  and  Sanatoria*  A  tote.!  of 
3  patients  from  the  Urban  District  received  Institutional  treatment  during  the 
year,  and  all  of  these  were  admitted  to  Keycol  Hospital. 

This  indicates  that  1.5%  of  the  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
were  admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatoria  for  treatment  during  1959?  us  compared 
with  11.9%  i'U  the  previous  year. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Members  of  the  Sittingbourne ,  Milton  and 
District  Tuberc^ulosis  Care  Committee  have  received  many  appeals  for  assiste^nce 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  the  sum  of  £328  v\fas  expended  in  bringing 
relief  in  54  necessitous  cases.  Hine  new  cases  ¥/ere  referred  to  the  Committee 
by  the  Chest  Physicians. 

The  help  given  has  consisted  mainly  of  provision  of  clothing,  bed  linen, 
heating,  lighting,  fares  and  Christmas  extras.  In  addition,  8  recommended 
cases,  together  with  their  close  relatives,  were  sent  for  two  week’s  holiday 
under  the  Committee’s  Holiday  Scheme. 

The  following  Table  XI  gives  details  of  Notifications  received.  Deaths 
and  the  Death  Rate  per  10,000  of  the  Population,  for  both  Pulmonary  and 
Non- Pulmonary  cases,  during  the  period  from  1950  to  1959  inclusive.

IN  THE  APuEA 


1.  National  Health  Services 


Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
are  provided  and  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  local  Heahth 
Authority.  These  Services  include  the  Care  of  ibthers  and  Young  Children; 
the  provision  of  Midwives;  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing;  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation;  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  and  Domestic  Help 
Services. 

The  Kent  County  Council  completed  the  transfer  of  their  Staff  and  Services 
from  Johnson  House  to  Sutton  House,  London  Road,  Sittingbourne  on  Ivbnday,  21st 
April,  195Q»  Since  this  date,  all  Infant  and  Child  Welfare,  School  Health  and 
Dental  Services  have  been  held  at  Sutton  House.

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In  addition  to  the  Clinics  held  at  Sutton  House,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  provide  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  in  other  parts  of  the 
Urban  District.

Milton  Regis  -  for  the  benefit  of  Mothers  and  Children  residing  in  the 
Milton  and  Kerns ley  areas. 

Wednesdays  -  from  2  to  4  P#m. ,  at  the  IVlurston  Parish  Hall,  Church  Road, 

Murston  -  for  the  benefit  of  Mothers  and  Children  residing  in  the  Itorston 
and  Canterbury  Road  areas. 

2hd  and  4th  Fridays  in  each  Month  -  from  2  to  4  p.m.,  at  the  Bapchild  Parish 
Hall,  London  Road,  Bapchild  -  for  the  benefit  of  Mothers  and  Children 
residing  in  the  Canterbury  Road  Estate  area. 

Vaccinations  against  Smallpox;  together  with  triple  injections  against 
Diphtheria,  ^Mhooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  are  given  at  all  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics,  if  required. 

So  far  as  Vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  are  concerned,  these  may 
be  arranged  to  be  given  at  either  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  or  by  a  personas 
own  Family  Doctor. 

Vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  for  children  under  five  years  of  age 
are  given,  without  appointment,  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Sutton  House,  on 
Tuesdays  between  2  and  2. JO  p.m.,  or  at  Ivjurston  Parish  Hall  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  the  month  from  2  -  4  P*ni.  All  other  persons  up  to  40  years  of 
age  are  eligible  for  such  Vaccinations  and  may  apply  at  Sutton  House  for  an 
appointment  to  receive  their  Vaccination  at  a  special  clinic  arranged  as 
required.  The  date  and  duration  of  this  clinic  being  in  accordance  with  the 
numbers  applying. 

The  three  Health  Visitors  (Kent  County  Council  Staff)  at  Sutton  House, 
who  cover  the  Urbo.n  District  of  Sittingbourne  and  Milton,  are  -  Mrs  E.M.  Gibson, 
Mss  B.  Clarke  and  Miss  M.  Driscoll. 

Mental  Y/elfare  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  patients 
from  the  Urban  District,  at  IJ,  South  Road,  Faversham.  The  Sessions  for  the 
Clinic  are  held  on  Thursday  evenings  at  5  o’clock. 

A  Nursery  Class  for  partially  deaf  children  betv/een  the  ages  of  three 
and  five  years  has  been  established  in  Gillingham  and  children  from  this  Urban 
District  are  able  to  attend.

This  Hospital  has  a  Residential  Section  for  Aged  People,  and  Hospital 
facilities  for  the  Infirm  and  Chronic  Sick, 


(c)  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  including  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis,  are  admitted  for  treatment  to  Keyed  Hospital,  Pveycol  Hill,  Key 
Street,  Hr  Sittingbourne  (Tel, Ho:  Hewington  222),  which  is  situated  on  the 
main  London  Road,  just  outside  the  Urban  District  boundary.  At  this  Hospital 
there  is  also  a  Chest  Clinic  (Tel. Ho:  Hev/ington  58?)  s-’t  which  Out-Patients 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  other  associated  Chest  complaints  a.ttend  for 
X-Ray  and  for  periodic  examinations  by  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician. 


( ii)  Hursing  Homes 

There  is  one  Hursing  Home  in  the  Urban  District,  Lynton  Hursing  Home,  v/hich 
is  registered  for  ilaternity  Cases  only,  for  whom  4  beds  are  allov/ed  and  provided. 
This  Hursing  Home  is  situate  at  80,  Park  Road,  Sittingbourne,  (Tel.Hos  Sitt,629)> 
and  is  under  the  personal  direction  of  the  Principal,  Miss  M.K.  Ivlasters,  S.C.M. 

The  Table  overleaf  shows  that  114  thiternity  Cases  were  delivered  djuring

7.  Old  People *s  Welfare 

I  am  indebted  to  Councillor  Ifrs  Noble  for  the  following  information 
relating  to  the  Old  People’s  Y\relfare  in  the  Urban  District. 


After  8  years  of  work  in  caring  for  the  needs  of  the  elderly,  it  is  with 
increasing  pleasure  that  I  suivey  the  services  we  have  introduced  which  are 
working  satisfactorily.  I  realise  there  is  still  much  more  that  could  be 
done  with  co-operative  effort  and  the  necessary  money.  The  care  work  grov/s 
constantly;  and  therefore  the  visiting  service  is  in  greater  demand  in 
preserving  the  vitality  and  interest  of  the  aged  and  keeping  them  linked  with 
the  community.  In  its  widest  sense,  security  and  friendship  is  desirable 
throughout  life.  In  the  aged,  bonds  which  have  been  formed  with  family  and 
friends  are  often  broken;  many  outlive  relatives;  a  surviving  partner  may 
be  left  alone,  and  independence  is  threatened  through  failing  faculties#  In 
this  way  the  old  person  becomes  insecure,  feels  isolated,  and  consequently 
rejected  and  unliappy.  I  stress  these  points  to  show  the  need  for  still  more 
suitable  visitors.  The  work  is  rewarding;  the  old  people  are  not  different 
from  ourselves  -  they  are  ourselves  a  few  years  hence.  The  only  essentials 
for  a  visitor  are  humanity  and  tolerance.  The  needs  of  humanity  being 
physical,  emotional,  and  spiritual;  the  greatest  of  these  is  love  for  the 
aged,  'whilu  the  ne.vds  of  toloro/rro  is  being  a  good  listener. 


The  Chiropody  Service  has  inevitably  snowballed.  During  the  past  year 
643  treatments  have  been  given  of  which  many  were  free. 

The  important  Night  Sitting  Service  is  still  fulfilling  a  useful  and 
necessary  purpose.  Over  200  nights  were  covered  during  the  year. 

550  bags  of  Coal,  and  100  parcels  were  delivered  to  the  old  and  needy 
people  at  Christmas;  and  200  Birthday  and  Christmas  cards  were  sent. 

The  two  Old  People *s  Clubs  in  the  District  continue  to  afford  great 
happiness  to  many.

!•  Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  has,  since  the  1st  April,  1956,  been 
supplied  from  the  Council  *s  Undertaking. 

Small  diameter  water  mains,  me.inly  for  the  needs  of  residential 
development,  were  extended  to  four  housing  estates  comprising  5  sites  which 
are  being  privately  developed  and  1  site  v/hich  is  being  developed  by  the 
Council. 

The  suxoply  has,  during  the  year  under  revieiT,  been  adequate  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Twenty  four  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  1 
sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  examination.  All  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

(a)  No  major  alterations  have  been  made  to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system 
during  the  year.  The  main  developments  were  in  connection  with  sewerage  of 
new  housing  estates,  both  Council  and  privately  owned. 

(b)  In  order  to  deal  with  the  overloading  at  the  Sewage  Works  and  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  final  effluent,  the  Council’s  Consultant  has 
been  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme  to  dead  with  the  position. 

(c)  Routine  treatments  against  rodents  in  the  sewerage  system  continued 
during  the  year.  Wa.rfarin  was  again  used  and  the  incidence  of  infestation 
appears  to  be  low. 


3*  Scavenging 

(a)  The  administration  of  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  under  the  Control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Disposal  is  by 
means  of  tipping. 

(b)  Fully  controlled  tipping  is  not  carried  out  but  nevertheless  on  the 
v/hole  the  disposal  of  refuse  was  reasonably  satisfactory.  A  chang'e  of 
insecticide  was  made  in  an  effort  to  control  the  fly  problem  on  the  Tip,  but 
it  is  quite  clear  that  until  complete  coverage  of  the  refuse  is  carried  out, 
effective  control  of  flies  will  not  be  achieved. 
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4*  School  Sanitation 


The  sanitary  facilities  provided  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

It  is  a  pity  that  with  the  opening  of  new  schools  in  the  area,  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  close  some  of  the  obsolete  schools  which  they  were 
meant  to  replace.  In  due  time,  when  circumstances  permit,  these  old  schools 
will  finally  cease  to  be  used. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  School  Kitchens  continues  to  be  maintained 
at  a  high  level.  The  improvements  at  Murston  School  have  been  completed  and 
everyone  connected  with  the  school  must  benefit  from  them. 


5.  Public  Conveniences 


The  conveniences  provided  were  generally  imo-intained  in  a  clean  and 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  free  hand-washing  facilities  are  appreciated  by  the  majority  of  the 
public,  I  regret,  however,  that  damage  is  done  to  the  facilities  provided  by 
an  irresponsible  minority.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  the  people  concerned 
in  this  wanton  damage  will  see  the  futility  of  their  actions? 


6,  Public  Swimming  Baths 

(a)  The  public  swimming  baths  situate  in  The  Butts,  High  Street, 
Sittingbourne  were  erected  by  public  subscription  in  1896,  They  were 
modernised  in  1956  and  subsequently  im2:)rovements  have  been  carried  out. 

The  tiled  swimming  pool  is  55'^  yards  long'  x  7  yards  wide,  with  a  v/ater 
capacity  of  88,000  gallons.  The  water  is  supplied  from  the  tov/n’s  supply, 

A  Bell’s  Continuous  filtration  plant  together  with  a  Bell’s  Chlorinator 
forms  the  purification  plant.  The  water  being  completely  changed  approximately 
every  hours,  A  Galway  boiler  which  burns  coke,  provides  steam,  for  heating 
and  laundry  purposes.  The  laundry  is  fitted  with  a  washing  machine  v;hich 
enables  towels  to  be  boiled  and  a  hydro  extractor. 

There  are  upper  and  lower  dressing  hoAls  for  women  and  men  respectively. 
Each  dressing  hall  is  provided  with  sanitary  accommodation,  shower  and  foot 
bath. 


(b)  9  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  results  as  reported  were  excellent.  It  is  obvious  that 
the  filtration  plant,  chemical  dosing  tanks  and  chlorinator  are  quite  capa.ble 
to  deal  with  the  purity  of  the  v;ater.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  generally 
is  good  and  reflects  a  well  managed  pool. 
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(c)  The  popularity  of  the  s?;imming  baths  increased  during  the  year  as 
evidenced  by  the  attendance  of  59>Q02  bathers j  an  increase  of  over  12,000 
on  the  previous  year’s  figures.  Taking  the  year  under  review  with  the 
previous  year,  there  has  been  a  total  increase  on  the  two  yea,rs  of  18,000 
bathers.  Swimmers  come  from  neighbouring  towns  as  the  bath  is  the  only 
covered  pool  in  this  part  of  the  county. 

(d)  It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  increased  emphasis  which  is  being 
placed  on  the  use  of  the  pre-cleansing  facilities  for  bathers.  Compulsory 
pre-cleansing  will  eventually  have  to  be  instituted. 


7.  IVbrtuary  Accommodation 

The  mortuary  accommodation  at  one  of  the  Chapels  at  the  Burial  Ground, 
Bell  Road,  Sittingbourne,  ceased  to  be  used  in  July,  1959?  cind  the  facilities 
provided  are  now  at  the  new  Mortuary  at  Milton  Hospital  by  courtesy  of  the 
Medi^  and  Gravesend  Hospitals  Management  Committee. 

The  number  of  bodies  received  into  the  public  mortuary  accommodation 
during  the  year  v;as  twelve.

(ii)  All  milk  supplied  in  the  town  is  pasteurised  and  the  incidence  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  consequence  continues  to  decline. 


2 .  Meat 


(i)  Two  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  the  use  of  Butchers  in 
the  Town,  and  I46  visits  were  paid  to  these  slaughterhouses  during  the  year. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  animals  presented  for  slaughter  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  nimiber  of  animals  presented  for  slaughter 
\ms  1,758  as  compared  with  1,375  ia  the  previous  year  and  1,288  in  1957* 

(ii)  The  small  amount  of  meat  condemned  in  the  slaughterhouses  (702  lbs) 
is  dyed  green  and  disposed  of  under  guarantee  to  a  firm  of  bi-product 
manufacturers. 

The  Department’s  transport  collects  foodstuffs  condemned  in  Pood  Shops  and 
this  is  disposed  of  under  suitable  safeguards  at  the  Council’s  tip. 

(iii)  Ta,ble  XIP  shows  the  details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected 
together  with  the  numbers  affected  with  disease. 

The  Table  is  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/559  dated 
23rd  November,  1955 j  so  as  to  include  horses  slaughtered  for  hunan  consumption 
among  the  animals,  and  cystic ere os is  among  the  diseases.

All  the  complaints  were  investigated  and  it  v/as  decided  in  all  cases  to 
issue  a  warning  to  the  vendors* 

The  large  increase  in  this  type  of  complaint  seems  to  indicate  a  measure 
of  carelessness  amongst  food  handlers*  Pood  handlers  cannot  afford  to  be 
careless  because  apart  from  the  possible  irguiy  which  may  be  caused  to  a 
consumer,  ultimately  their  livelihood  depends  on  the  confidence  of  the 
consumer  in  the  food  product  they  produce*  If  confidence  is  lost  this  is 
reflected  in  a  reduction  in  the  sales  of  the  product* 
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In  some  cases,  e*g,  contamination  of  lemonade  with  carbolic,  although 
there  was  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  operative  to  detect  the  contamin.ation, 
nevertheless  the  first  blame  was  on  a  consumer  who  used  the  bottle  to  contain 
a  liquid  for  which  it  ?/as  never  intended.  The  public  should  be  warned  that 
returnable  food  oontainers  should  not  be  used  for  disinfectants,  paraffin  etc.

It  does  not,  however,  follow  that  because  of 
modernisation  of  premises  and  the  use  of  more  suitable  and  hygienic  equipment 
that  there  can  be  a  lowering  of  the  hygienic  standards  of  the  food  handler. 

To  some  food  handlers  this  would  appear  to  be  a  lesson  which  has  yet  to  be 
learned.  There  continues  to  be  a  happy  liaison  between  the  Department  and 
Food  Traders  throughout  the  Town.  Officers  of  the  Department  are  alv/ays 
available  to  give  advice  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  Traders  avail  themselves 
of  this  advice  on  many  occasions. 

(b)  I  again  call  the  attention  of  all  concerned  to  the  too  lavish 
displays  of  food  in  shop  windows,  which  only  tend  to  attract  flies  and  can 
become  contamino.ted  by  dust.  Everyone  should  be  awo.re  that  this  practice 
is  potentially  dangerous  and  bad  hygiene.

(d)  Improvement  Grants  *  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958 

During  the  year,  32  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Improvement 
Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council,  These  were  all  approved. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications, 
amounted  to  £13,128  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £6,563.
